DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8, 9, 11, and 12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose or fairly suggest a stream converting method or apparatus, wherein the 
packet multiplexing step, time of receipt of a TS packet including a head byte of a PES 
packet in the third TS packet string is made to match the first time of receipt, and time of 
receipt of a TS packet of the second TS packet string is made to match the second time 
of receipt (Independent claims 1,4,8, and 9, claims 3,11, and 1 2 all depend from claim 
1 ). Furthermore, the first, second, and third TS packet strings are all further defined in 
previous limitations of the claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
